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MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 
STRAFFORD COUNTY DELEGATION 
FOR THE YEAR 1956 


Executive Committee Meeting 


January 16, 1956 


The meeting was brought to order at 1:30 p.m. 
with Chairman, Albert H. Brown, presiding. This 
meeting was called to discuss the expenditures for 
the year 1955 compared with appropriations for 
same period. The following members were present: 
Brown, Crandall, Flanagan, Littlehale, St. Pierre, 
and Letourneau. Excused were Mrs. Studley and 
Mr. Clement. Also present were the three County 
Commissioners and Supt. John Lepene of the 
County Home. 


Each item of the comparative statement was 
read and discussed. Following discussion, a motion 
was made by Mr. Letourneau and seconded by Mr. 
Littlehale that the comparative statement—1955— 
be accepted. Motion was unanimous. 


Under item of the County Home—Mr. Lepene 
spoke before the Committee regarding new equip- 
ment for the County Home, such as, a tractor, silage 
machine, corn head, sickle head (grass cutter) and 
fire hose. Figures on such equipment were obtained 
from V. H. Cogswell, Inc. This was considered and 
discussed in detail. Mr. Littlehale made a motion 
to authorize the purchase of such equipment to be 
paid from the fire insurance money. Motion sec- 
onded by Mr. Letourneau. Recommendation by 
Mr. Crandalli—That the Commissioners take into 
consideration the amount of service to be given with 
this equipment. 
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Also under discussion of County Home, Mr. 
Lepene stated that they have had need to borrow a 
silage blower for use at the farm. The Executive 
Committee agreed that this should be replaced as 
it was lost in fire. Mr. Crandall made a motion that 
bids be put out on silage blower to be paid for out 
of fire insurance money. Seconded by Mr. Little- 
hale. 


A letter was presented to the Executive Com- 
mitte from Attorney Catalfo, wishing to attend a 
five-day program for Public Prosecutors in New 
York City. Motion made by Mr. Crandall that 
correspondence be placed on file. Seconded by Mr. 
Littlehale. 


There being no further business to come before 
the Executive Committee a motion was made by 
Mr. Crandall and seconded by Mr. Letourneau, that 
the meeting be adjourned. Unanimous.

Executive Committee Meeting 


February 20, 1956 


The meeting was called to order at 1:45 p.m. 
with Chairman, Albert H. Brown presiding. The 
following members were present: Brown, Letour- 
neau, Flanagan, Crandall, St. Pierre and Littlehale. 
Also present were the County Commissioners and 
Supt. John Lepene of the County Home. 
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This meeting was called to review the tempor- 
ary budget of 1956 in comparison with 1955 ex- 
penditures and estimated revenue for 1956, which 
was drawn up by the Commissioners to present to 
the Executive Committee. 


Kach item was read and discussed in detail. 
The following changes were made: Under the item 
of County Home, it was decided that $2,700 be 
added on for the purchase of a mangler for the 
Home. $1,500 will be kept in Contingent Fund in 
cases of emergency. $230 added on to County Ex- 
tension Service. This is not the final budget. 


Following discussion of each item it was de- 
cided that the budget for 1956 would be presented 
at a Public Hearing which is to be held on March 
5th at 7:30 p.m. in the Court Room. The County 
Delegation will meet on March 20th at the County 
Home at 12:30 p.m. to approve the budget. 


There being no further business to come before 
the Executive Committee, a motion was made by 
Mr. Littlehale, and seconded by Mr. Letourneau to 
adjourn the meeting.

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Public Hearing on Proposed Budget 1956 
March 5, 1956 


The Public Hearing on the proposed budget 
for 1956 was called to order at 7:45 p.m. with 
Chairman, Albert H. Brown, presiding. 


The following members were present: Karka- 
velas, Felker, Crandall, Moher, Flanagan, Little- 
hale. Stearns, Swain, and Brown. 


Kach item in the budget was read and dis- 
cussed. 


Under the item of General Government: 


Question—Walter Keays. Define expenses of 
Commissioners, Solicitor, and Treasurer and what 
proportion does each receive? 


Answer—Chairman. This is explained on bud- 
get sheets. 


Under item of Medical Referee: 
Question—Walter Keays. Why is it deducted 
this year? 


Answer—dActual expense in 1954 was $800 and 
in 1955 $1,262. This includes autopsys, etc. Can- 
not determine what expense will be each year. 


Board and Care of Children: 
Question—Walter Keays. Why the great in- 
crease in this item? 


Answer—In 1955 it was $39,000 and there 
Was a decrease in children, making a saving of 
$4,000. This board of children keeps increasing. 


Soldiers Aid: 


Question—T. Casey Moher. What is meant by 
this amount of Soldier’s Aid? 
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Answer—tThis is aid to veteran’s families. 
Comes under a different name other than direct 
relief. 


Interest on Bonds: 


Question—Walter Keays. Why is there an in- 
crease in bonds? 


Answer—Last year the County floated a bond 
of $70,000 for work to be done at the County Home 
and Court House. Payment due this year of $7,000. 


Question—Keays. What does this interest on 
old bond and new bond mean? On what property 
does this incurr? 


Answer—These are bonds on kitchen work at 
the County Home and annex at the Court House. 
New bond for sprinkler system at the County Home, 
and pointing and repair work at the Court House. 


Contingent Fund: 


Question—Keays. Would you please clarify 
this? 

Answer—Contingent Fund is set up by the 
Delegation for any emergency that might arise. If 
it is not spent, it will be deducted next year for 
amount asked for. 


Mangler at County Home: 


Question—Keays. Were these are bids submit- 
ted on this mangler? Is this appropriate for an in- 
stitution of this kind? 

Answer—There is a second hand machine now 
in use at the Durham Laundry. Mr. Lepene has 
obtained prices of such a machine and the cost is 
$6,000. Allowance of $800 will be made on what 
we now have. It should be satisfactory for what 
work we have at County Home. 
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Question—How often is the State Audit re- 
quired? 


Answer—Every two years. 
Retirement system: s 


Question—Keays. Why is there an increase in 
this? 


Answer—All over the state, changes are being 
made from Retirement System to Social Security. 
Money is appropriated to pay back retroactive to 
January 1955. 

Re-indexing: 

Question—Keays. This has been going on for a 
period of years. When will they finish this? 

Answer—When they stop making deeds. 

Question—Keays. How many deeds does it 
compile? 


Answer—tThey are now working on period from 
1940 to 1950 at this time. Grantor side is finished. 
No more appropriation after grantee side is finished 
which will take 2/3 of the time. 


Question—W hat is Surplus Foods? 


Answer—surplus food is received from the 
government and delivered to needy families. 


County Home: 
Question—Keays. Why the drop in this item? 


Answer—We get a deduction of 10% on O.A.A. 
at County Home. Delegation voted the cut in this 
appropriation. 

Register of Deeds: 


Question—Keays. How many books is this 
amount for? What is the cost of each? 
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Answer—The cost is $7.00 for each slip cover, 
$25.00 for binding a book. Twelve books are com- 
pleted each year. 

Question—Keays. How many nurses are now 
employed at County Home? 

Answer—tThree nurses are now employed. Two 
registered nurses and one practical nurse taking two 
shifts. 24 hour nurses. 

Question—Keays. Does the County pay this 
bond ? 

Answer—Owner always pays the bond, unless 
otherwise specified. 

Question—Keays. Was Mr. Driscoll’s contract 
approved by the architect to be satisfactory? In 
how many dollars and cents? 

Answer—Contract complete was $7,846. We 
never paid a bill unless the job was satisfactorily 
completed. 

Question—Keays. Are the windows damaged 
in any way by acid? 

Answer—There are some windows damaged. 
If it cannot be removed, the glass will be replaced. 
Hearing adjourned at 8:45 p.m.

Budget Meeting—1956 
March 20, 1956 


Following dinner at 1 p.m. the meeting was 
called to order at 2:15 p.m. by Chairman Albert 
Brown. The following members of the Delegation 
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answered the roll call: Paul Karkavelas, Levi Fel- 
ker, Harley Crandall, William Connell, T. Casey 
Moher, Emmett Flanagan, Helen Funkhouser, AlI- 
bert Littlehale, William Stearns, Dorothy H. Went- 
worth, Norma Studley, Arnold Clement, Philip 
Kstes, Angeline St. Pierre, Roy Swain, Fred Grecn, 
Albert Brown, Edward Letourneau, Clovis Cormier. 
Also present were the three County Commissioners, 
Mrs. Anna Dube, Mrs. Ethel Waldron, Leo Cormier, 
Dan Adams of the County Farm Bureau, and Supt. 
John Lenene of the County Home. 


Before presenting the proposed budget, an ac- 
count of the bond issue of $70,000 was exvlained 
and noted that the balance left in bond issue is 
$1,875.64. Special Appropriation on County Home, 
new truck and tile floor was discussed and Mr. Le- 
nene stated three extra rooms were done on the 
same bid. 


Mr. Dan Adams, County Agent, gave a report on 
the County Farm Committee. He stated that the 
University of New Hampshire would like to lease 
20 acres of the County Farm property for experi- 
mental purposes. All surplus would go to County 
Home and University would assume all responsibil- 
ity. An agreement of lease was drawn up and read. 
Motion made by Mrs. Studley to authorize proper 
persons in leasing the 20 acres of County Home land 
to University for experimental purposes for ten 
years. Mr. Stanley Tanner then stated that Com- 
missioners should check first with County Solicitor 
in regard to laws to that effect. Motion seconded 
by Mr. Swain. Motion passed. 


Discussion now opened on budget. Under item 
of Register of Deeds, Mr. Clement stated he would 
like to have read, the motion that was made and 
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adopted at the 1955 budget meeting in regard to 
re-indexing. Motion was read and Mrs. Dube 
stated she did make a statement to that effect, that 
grantor side would be finished in February of 1956. 
Cost was $5,262.05. Five books are completed. Mr. 
Clement then stated that it will be necessary to 
straighten out this item of Register of Deeds as the 
photostat machine was purchased with the intention 
to save money, but has cost the County much more. 
T. Casey Moher then stated that the lawyers are 
very satisfied with this system. 
Question - Mr. Clement - When will this be comple- 
ted? yj 

Mrs. Dube-We are hoping it will be 
completed this year. 
Question - Mr. Swain- Are all other counties using 
this system? 

Mrs. Dube - Other counties re-index every 
ten years. 


Mr. Clement moved that Re-indexing should be in- 
cluded under Register of Deeds. 


Under item of County Home: 


Mr. Crandall made a motion that the sum of 
$2,000 be put into the Farm Expenses and anticipa- 
tion of income to purchase some pure bred animals. 
Seconded by Mr. Littlehale. Motion passed. 


Under Weltare Administration: 


Mr. Paradis, Commissioner stated, an error was 
made in this item due to raises that were granted. 
$300 should be added on. He stated that the wel- 
fare worker was out 3-4 weeks and refused pay, 
did work from her home. Mr. Green then stated 
she could be paid for this time: Motion made by 
Mr. Green that the amount, approximately $273 be 
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paid to welfare worker. Seconded by Mr. Crandall. 
This was raised to $6,650.00. 


Under Interest on Temporary Loans: 


Mr. Leo Cormier, County Treasurer, stated that 
the rate of discount was much higher this year than 
last year which was .93% and this year was 1.979 %. 
U.S. Treasury bills were purchased. 

Under item of Insurance: 


Mr. Paradis stated that an increase of $1,500 
should be added for insurance, due to the fact that 
rates were reduced on County Home and increased 
at Court House. Motion made by T. Casey Moher 
and seconded by Mr. Letourneau to increase insur- 
ance to $6,000. Motion passed. 


Under item of Re-indexing: 

Motion made by Mr. Clement and seconded by 
Mrs. Funkhouser that the re-indexing appropriation 
be raised to $3,100 for the purchase of re-indexing 
ecards. Mr. Clement then stated he wished to with- 
draw his first motion of including re-indexing under 
Register of Deeds Department and made a motion 
that the item of Photostat be included in Register of 
Deeds, and re-indexing would be special appropria- 
tion for this year. Seconded by Mr. Swain. Motion 
passed. 


Under Sheriff’s Department: 


Mrs. St. Pierre stated that the Sheriff is asking 
for $500 for clerical work as he has no secretary. 
Mr. Crandall made a motion that $500 be granted 
for bookkeeping purposes. Seconded by Mr. 


Cormier. Motion passed. 


Under item of Surplus Foods: 
Motion made by Mr. Karkavelas and seconded 
by Mr. Moher that surplus foods be increased to 
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$800. Motion passed. This may reduce welfare 
cost. 


Interest on Funds invested: 


Motion made by Mr. Cormier and seconded by 
Mr. Moher that this be increased $200. Motion 
passed. 7 


It was then moved by Mr. Crandall that the 
flowers which were sent to our deceased Commis- 
sioner, Carroll E. Hall, of Dover, be paid from the 
Delegation Expense. Unanimously passed. 

Estimated expenditures on the budget in- 
creased $5,450 and estimated income $2,200. En- 
tire proposed budget increased $3,250. 

Motion was made by Mr. Clement and seconded 
by Mr. Letourneau that the budget for 1956 as 
amended be accepted. Adopted by roll call vote— 
19 yes. 

Meeting adjourned at 4:45 p.m.

Executive Committee Meeting 
July 23, 1956 


The meeting of the Executive Committee was 
called to order at 1:50 p.m. with Albert H. Brown, 
Chairman, presiding. The reason for the late start 
was that some of the members were late in arriving, 
and it was necessary to await a quorum. 

The following members of the Executive Com- 
mittee were present: Chairman Albert H. Brown, Al- 
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bert Littlehale, Edward Letourneau, Emmett Flan- 
agan, and Norma Studley. Also present were the 
three County Commissioners, and Supt. John Lepene 
of the County Home. 


This meeting was called for the purpose of re- 
viewing the expenditures of six months of the 1956 
budget, compared with appropriations for same 
period. Under the item of Delegation Expense: Mr. 
Brown stated that Mr. Evans, of Milton passed away 
recently and flowers were sent from the entire Dele- 
gation. Mr. Brown asked for the Executive Com- 
mittee approval that this be paid from the Delega- 
tion Expense. Motion unanimously voted. Bill to 
be sent to the County Commissioners. 


Mr. Lepene spoke to the Executive Committee 
and stated that he would like permission to obtain 
bids to purchase storm windows for the inmates 
side at the County Home, and bill would be paid 
from the balance of the Improvement and Repair 
Bonds, which is $1,298.47. This matter was dis- 
cussed in detail. It was stated that by purchasing 
triple-track aluminum storm windows for the Coun- 
ty Home would save on heat. etc., and would serve 
as an insulation. The Executive Committee decided 
to authorize Mr. Lepene to obtain figures on this and 
purchase storm windows with the balance of the 
Bond Issue. Unanimously voted. Mr. Lepene was 
also authorized to use the balance of $11.00 from 
insurance, for cement for silo machine at the County 
Home. 


The remainder of the budget was carefully 
read and discussed, and there being no further 
questions, a motion was made by Mrs. Studley and 
seconded by Mr. Littlehale to accept the six months 
expenditures of the budget as presented. Motion 
passed. 
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Mr. Littlehale made a motion that the meeting 
adjourn. Unanimous.

Executive Committee Meeting

This meeting of the Executive Committee was 
brought to order at 2:45 p.m. by Mrs. Norma Cur- 
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rier, acting chairman, in the absence of Mr. Brown, 
who was delayed due to weather conditions. The 
following members were present: Mrs. St. Pierre, 
Mrs. Currier, Albert Littlehale, Emmett Flanagan, 
and Chairman Albert H. Brown. Also present were 
the three County Commissioners, Mr. Paradis, Mr. 
Tanner, and Mr. Stocklan also the newly elected 
commissioners for the term beginning 1957, Mr. 
Carroll Fellows, Mr. Chester Tecce, Mr. Leon Hayes. 
Mrs. Currier in Chair: 


This meeting was called for the purpose of re- 
viewing the appropriations compared with expendi- 
tures of the last quarter of the 1956 budget. Each 
item was read and discussed. Mrs. St. Pierre re- 
quested that during the coming year, a report 
should be made out for the delegation, showing how 
the insurance coverage of Strafford County property 
is divided. 


Mr. Brown in the Chair: 


Under the item of Board and Care of Children 
—Mr. Paradis and Mr. Tanner both stated that 
Board and Care may possibly increase next year, as 
foster homes have been demanding more money, 
$35.00 a month is not sufficient. Two other coun- 
ties are now paying $40.00 a month Board and Care. 


In reviewing the items of estimated and actual 
revenue, Mr. Paradis stated that surplus commodi- 
ties did show an increase over estimated revenue. 
This is reimbursement for surplus foods given out 
to other towns to be disbursed to relief families. 
Total received over estimated revenue is $9,276.11. 

Commissioner, Mr. Stocklan, expressed on be- 
half of the County Commissioners, their apprecia- 
tion for the. splendid work Mr. and Mrs. Lepene 
have done at the County Home. He desired the ap- 
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proval of the Executive Committee to authorize the 
County Commissioners to pay to Mrs. Lepene, the 
balance of Mr. Lepene’s salary (still on the books) 
as she has carried on the work as Matron of the 
County Home. This was discussed and agreed that 
the Executive Committee make a motion that the 
County Commissioners be authorized to pay the bal- 
ance of this salary to Mrs. Lepene ($250 a month— 
2 months due; $500.) Motion made by Mr. Little- 
hale and seconded by Mrs. Cvrrier. This would 
amend the expenditures of County Home to read 
$106,236.385—which would appear on this budget. 
Mr. Brown, then made a motion that the secretary 
be authorized to draw up a resolution on behalf of 
the Executive Committee, to Mrs. Lepene, express- 
ing their appreciation for the splendid work she has 
done in carrying on the work at the County Home. 
Secretary authorized. Mrs. Currier then expressed, 
on behalf of the Executive Committee, their appre- 
ciation of the fine work of the County Commissioners 
during their term of office. 

There being no further business to come before 
the Executive Committee, Mr. Flanagan made a 
motion that the October 15th meeting regarding 
nine months budget be confirmed at this meeting, as 
this was not accepted by the entire Executive Com- 
mittee due to the fact that there was not a quorum 
present. Also that the last quarter of the 1956 
budget be accepted as amended. Motion seconded 
by Mr. Littlehale. 

It was then moved to adjourn. Motion unani- 
mous, and the meeting was adjourned at 3:30 p.m.

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STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT FOR YEAR 1956 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County submit herewith, the report of the 
various County Officials for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1956. 

At the close of the year, there remained $6,- 
534.86 of the estimated expenditures, the actual 
income of $9,422.69 over the estimated amount, 
making a surplus of $15,957.05. The County Farm 
income was $7,223.02 over 1955. 

There were no major projects started, but con- 
solidatidn and completion of previous ones made it 
a busy year for everyone. 


Re-Indexing at the Register of Deeds office 
which has been quite a problem the last few years, 
was supposed to have been completed, but the goal 
was not quite reached. 


The many improvements that have been made 
at the County Home the last eight years, under the 
supervision of Mr. and Mrs. John Lepene, and at a 
great personal sacrifice, should be an inspiration to 
the rest of us. Mr. Lepene, whose health gave out 
near the end of the year, and Mrs. Lepene in spite of 
her grief, bravely carried on alone to complete their 
term. 

Five new milch cows purchased by the County 
Farm Committee to improve the herd were added. 
Considerable new farm machinery that was badly 
needed was purchased; a large size tractor, forage 
harvester, plows etc., a used silo was purchased and 
assembled on the base of the one destroyed by the 
fire. A large sized reconditioned steam mangle was 
secured for the laundry which better fitted its need 
than the smaller gas mangle; ninety-four triple 
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track aluminum windows were installed on the three 
exposed sides of the Home, replacing the badly de- 
teriorated wooden windows. Considerable soil con- 
servation work was done in one of the pastures 
which has been of little value owing to its swampy 
condition. Several long ditches were dug and - 
drainage pipes installed, the land now is plowed 
and limed, and should develop into good grazing 
land. 


Owing to the many fires and resulting loss of 
life we hear about these days in homes and institu- 
tions we wish to make it known, the following pre- 
cautions that have been taken the last few years at 
the County Home, to lessen the chances of this hap- 
pening there. Two modern 500 gals. per minute 
fire pumps have been installed, one driven by a 40 
horse electric motor, the other by a Mercury V-8 
engine, ready to go should the electricity fail, an 
electric switch board keeps 90 to 100 lbs. pressure 
in the three hydrants at all times. The source of 
supply of water is from the Cocheco River, an aux- 
iliary pump keeps a 40,000 gal. underground cistern 
full at all times, and it flows by gravity to the 
pumps. We believe this supply would keep the 
hose lines going until the arrival of help from the 
cities and towns departments, who could then pump 
from the river. We would like to call your atten- 
tion, there are two smaller underground cisterns 
there, that have had no water in them for years, and 
if put in working condition would add to the supply 
of water on hand. It was our intention to see what 
could be done about these two cisterns, but were 
unable to find time to do so. We recommend these 
two cisterns be reconditioned and put in use in the 
future, if they can. 


There is an automatic sprinkler system, with 
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sprinkler heads in all the rooms, halls, attic, and 
basement, and if any of them should let go, it will 
set off the alarm that can he heard throughout the 
Home. Many New fire extinguishers of various 
types, recommended by the N. H. Fire Underwriters, 
are in strategic locations throughout the buildings. 
500 ft of 214 fire hose of excellent quality were 
placed in the hydrant houses this year.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS 
AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and 
Clerk of the Superior Court during the periods un- 
der review were examined and compared with cor- 
responding entries in the Treasurer’s records. Sup- 
porting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof 
of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1955, 
is shown in Exhibit O. 


CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk 
of Court of Strafford County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM 

The accounts and records of the Superinten- 
dent of the County Farm were examined. Receipts 
of the County Farm were checked by source through 
the trivlicate forms. All receipts, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County 
Treasurer. 

Classification summaries of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the County Institutions for the years 
1954 and 1955 are presented in Exhibits F and P, 
respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Accounts Receivable and Payable: 

Accounts Receivable and Accounts Payable 
have not been included in the Balance Sheets of 
Strafford County financial reports in recent years. 
It is noted that as of December 31, 1954, there were 
outstanding accounts as follows: 

Accounts Receivable A RS Bs 
Accounts Payable SL BOO alo 

These figures were arrived at on the basis of 
accounts which were due the County on December 
31, 1954, and received in 1955, and accounts owed 
on December 31, 1954 and paid in 1955. 

It is recommended that accounts receivable and 
payable as of December 31st be included in future 
balance sheets. It is suggested, however, that the 
amount of each might be materially reduced if the 
County books were held open for a week or ten days 
after the close of the fiscal year to permit the in- 
clusion of much of this business in the current year’s 
accounts. 


Superior Court Financial Accounts: 
The Clerk of the Superior Court employs the 
accounting system which has been prescribed by the 
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Court. There are certain recommendations, how- 
ever, relative to accounting procedure which we 
believe should be followed. These are: 

(1) A'l cash receipts and disbursements should 
be recorded on the prescribed form. 

(2) At the close of each month book balances 
should be reconciled with bank balances. It is man- 
datory that both balances should agree. It has 
been customary to reconcile bank balances with 
check hook balances which procedure fails to ac- 
complish the desired purpose. 

(3) At the close of each month, after the 
“Form A’’ renort has been made up and proved for 
final revorting to the Court, all oven balances 
should be forwarded to the first of the succeeding 
month. 

(4) All payments, with the exception of small 
items paid out of “Petty Cash,” should be made by 
check. 

(5) At any given time bank deposits should be 
in agreement with actual cash receipts, that is, de- 
posits to the checking account and/or savings bank 
account on any given date should agree with total 
recorded cash receipts to date of deposit. 

(6) A “Petty Cash” fund should be established 
for the payment of very small items. To do this the 
Clerk should draw a check on his regular account 
in the amount of $20.00 or $25.00 to ‘‘Petty Cash,” 
thus setting up the fund. The fund should be reim- 
bursed on a monthly basis with proper receipts 
obtained to support payments therefrom. 
Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
184 of the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a 
summary of its findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) should be published in the 
next annual report of the County. This letter of 
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transmittal should be included in its entirety but the 
publication of Exhibits is optional.

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners of the County of Strafford 
and the State of New Hampshire: 

Pursuant to the New Hampshire Revised Stat- 
utes, Annotated, 1955, Chapter 7, Section 38, and 
Chapter 380, Section 4, I make you herewith my 
annual report for the year January 1, 1956 through 
December 31, 1956. 


I. SUPERIOR COURT, FEBRUARY TERM, 1956. 


A. FELONY CASES (Major Crimes).

A. Misdemeanors 


Forty-three misdemeanor cases were disposed 
of in municipal courts throughout the county either 
independently where no local city solicitors were 
available or in collaboration with local city solici- 
tors in cases where an appeal was anticipated. 
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B. Appeals 


Twenty-nine appeal cases were disposed of in 
the Superior Court, which were appealed from 
municipal courts. 


C. Non Support 


Numerous non support cases were handled 
through the office of the County Solicitor during the 
year 1956. which included cases which were direct- 
ly initiated from the office of the County Solicitor 
or were referred to this office through the New 
Hampshire Probation Department, the office of the 
County Commissioners, the New Hampshire Wel- 
fare Department, and from local police departments. 


D. Uniform-support Act 

Numerous cases were tried under the new Uni- 
form-support Act in the Superior Court which were 
referred to this county by out-of-state agents and 
other cases were prepared for action under the Uni- 
form-support Act out of state. 


E. Juvenile Cases 

Juvenile cases were numerous in 1956 and were 
prosecuted where prosecution was necessary in the 
Juvenile Courts in collaboration with the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, the New Hampshire Pro- 
bation Department, and other agencies. The County 
Solicitor highly recommends that the 9:00 p.m. cur- 
few be enforced rigidly against minors and parents. 
In substance, the 9:00 p.m. curfew laws state that 
minors under the age of sixteen years should not be 
in any public place after the hour of 9:00 p.m. un- 
less accompanied by their parents or by some re- 
sponsible mature person. Most of the juvenile cases 
in Strafford County have been handled without 
notoriety and in most cases without court procedure. 
Nevertheless, the problem has become paramount 
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and a thorough study of our juvenile laws in this 
state should be made by the legislature in order to 
curb the rising juvenile problem. 


F. County Jail Escapees 


There have been only several county jail 
escapees in 1956. This is believed to be primarily 
due to the recommendation of the Strafford County 
Solicitor to the courts that all felons who could not 
obtain bail be committed to he Hillsborough County 
Jail to await trial. The Strafford County Jail has 
proven inadequate in recent years for the commit- 
ment of felony prisoners awaiting trial. This is due 
to the fact that the structure of the jail is such that 
escape is possible. 


G. Nolle Prosequi 


Several minor cases were disposed of with 
circumspect discretion. 


H. County Sheriff 

Advice was given to the County Sheriff and 
deputies, as well as to city and town police, and 
other law-enforcing agencies. 


I. Medical Referee 

In cases of sudden death, the Strafford County 
Solicitor made investigation, whenever he was noti- 
fied, in collaboration with the medical referee, the 
state police, the local police, and the sheriff’s de- 
partment. 


J. Correspondence 

Voluminous correspondence with individuals 
and authorities within and outside the State of New 
Hampshire. 


K. County Solicitor Payroll 
Itemized reports of expenses were made. 
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L. Grand Jury 


Thirty-six indictments were returned by the 
Grand Jury at the February Term of Court and 
thirty-two indictments were returned by the Grand 
Jury at the September term. Some of these indict- 
ments were secret and are still pending. 


M. Investigations 


About seventy investigations took place in 
1956, individually or in collaboration with the 
sheriff’s department, local, and state police. 


IV. CONCLUSION 


A. Serving as the Strafford County Solicitor 
for a second term has been one of pleasant experi- 
ence and I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
the people of Strafford County for the confidence 
they bestowed upon me by electing me to this office 
for a second term. 


B. At the end of my term in office, I wish to 
express my great pleasure and appreciation to mem- 
bers of the state police, local police, the Probation 
Department, and especially to the County Sheriff 
and his deputies, the County Commissioners and 
their staff, the County Convention, and other county 
officials with whom my duties brought me in con- 
tact.

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COUNTY FORESTRY PROGRAM 
IN STRAFFORD COUNTY 


The principal goals of the County Forestry 
Program are to assist the private woodland owners 
in the area in carrying out good forestry practices 
so that, in the future, each acre of woodland may 
yield a continuous crop of high-quality timber which 
is best suited to the land and to the local markets; 
and to correlate the annual timber drain by the local 
wood-using industries with the annual growth of 
timber on our forest lands. In Strafford County we 
have been trying to reach the above goals through a 
forest education program. This program includes 
personal contacts with woodland owners, timber 
operators and consulting foresters; (In the case of 
woodland owners, they are shown where and how 
they may carry on selective cuttings, weeding, thin- 
ning, and tree planting operations. So far, this as- 
sistance has been strictly on a request-by-the-land- 
owner basis); group meetings at which all the 
agencies, both public and private, working in the 
field of forestry put on demonstrations of good for- 
estry practices. Example: The First Statewide For- 
estry Field Day at Gilford, N. H.; Radio programs 
on forestry; talks on forestry to interested groups; 
newspaper and magazine articles on the subject.
